London, April 3, Via Pretoria, March 


31—[Special 
Cablegram]-There 
is 


heavy fighting between Bradford 
and 


Bloemfontein. The Wakkerstroom and 
Urmelo commandos attacked seven thous- 
and British and drove them back with 
heavy losses. The federal troops held 
positions on the top of a mountain while 
the .Britiah positions were opposite on a 
side hill. The British charged repeatedly 
but were repulsed. 
The federal loss 


was nine killed and wounded. 


Reports from Brandfort 
later state 


that two thousand Federals attacked 
three thousand British successfully, but 
thirteen thousand British;. reinforce 
ments arrived, and the Federals were 
compelled to retire after punishing the 
British severely.- The Federal loss is 
slight.

Was a Stupid Blunder. 


London, April 3,3 a. m.—The loss of 


seven guns, by Broadwood's column, 
officially confirmed bv Lord Roberts, 
and also described' b'y* the war corre- 
spondents as a'stupid blunder, makes 
the total cannon lost by the British in 
the present war twenty-three, which is 
more than at any period in England's 
military history since 1783. 


Ten guns were lost at Colenso, four 


Nicholson's Nek, two at Stormberg, and 
now seven at Bloemfontein. 


Against this the Boers lost five at 


Pardeberg, and surrendered two in the 
SVeo State. 


Boer* Move Southwnrd. 


The Boer forces from Kroonstrd have 


advanced to Smaideel Station, on the 
railway sixty miles south o( Kroonstad. 
This advance may indicate an intention 
to try conclusions with Lord Roberts, 
and shows certainly the Boer" have 
gained in boldness" during the delay 
necessary for the reorganization of the 
transport at Bloemfontein.

Milwaukee, April 3-l[Special Tele- 


gram]—Favorable weather prevails and 
at 10 o'clock this morning the munici- 
pal election is in full swing. The early 
morning vote in the Tenth, Thirteenth, 
Ninth, Nineteenth and Twentieth wards 
was very large and indicated a big 
Baumgaertner vote. 


The republicans look for a landslide 


for Baumgaertner and the rest of the 
ticket. The democrats claim that Mayor 
Rose will be elected by 4,000 to 5,000 
majority. 


The absolute confidence of the repub- 


licans was more marked than ever last 
night. "All this democratic hurrah busi- 
ness about the hotels and saloons down 
town hasn't any significance. Wait till 
you hear froni',the vote in the wards," 
said a republican leader this morning. 
If Baumgaertnar'e majority is less than 
8,000 or 10,000, it is safe to say, his 
supporters will be disappointed. 


The main issue is the extension of the 


street railway franchises 
by Mayor 


Rose and the Democratic administra- 
tion. Mayor Rose injected a new issue 
by promising a'"wide open town" which 
has brought to him the support of a cer- 
tain element, and coupled with this "he 
has tbe support of the street car in- 
terests of both the Democratic and "the 
Republican parties. On the other hand 
there has been a revolt against Rose •-in 
his own party. 


Two years ago Mayor Rose was elect- 


ed by.8,000 plurality. 
This, morning 


while he claims he will be elected by

statement of the public debt issued today 
shows that at the close of business 
March 31, 1900, the "debt, less cash in 
the treasury amounted to §1,112,256,- 
358, a decrease for the month of 86,629,-

a corresponding increase in the cash on 
hand.

The pilot engine named "Prince o( 


Wales" ran a q uarter of an hour ahead 
of the royal train, and after its passage 
all tracks were kept absolutely clear.

comotives with expert engineers and a

SINGING AT THEIR WORK.

They Curi Bfnlce Munlo. 


Contractors in south Missouri em- 


ploy many negroes to load railroad 
ties on the cars of the Memphis rail- 
way, says the Kansas City Star. 
The 


ties are cut in the woods, hauled to 
the railway in wagons and dumped in 
piles along the side of the roads. The 
negroes then take them up, tie by tie, 
and, run with them up the planks to 
the cars, where they drop them in 
regular order. These negroes are paid 
a price for each tie they carry, so they 
vie with one another to earn the most 
money in one day. They become so 
expert at the work that an old hand 
can throw a heavy tie on his shoulder 
so that it will balance, and then, with- 
out holding it, he will run, both hands 
.pressed flat against his sides, up the 
gang plank to the car. The negroes 
are so accustomed to the whrk that 
they seldom drop a tie and seem never 
to have sore shoulders. 
One may see 


gangs of a dozen or more of them, all 
singing and -whistling. 
Each sings at 


the top of hia voice or whistles as loud 
as he can. and every tune is different. 
The effect is amusing, but beyond de- 
scription. The men carry their ties at 
a trot all day long. 
An inspector 


stands nesicle the plank that goes up 
the car to examine the ties being load- 
ed. 
It is amusing to hear the inspec- 


tor call a negro half-way up the plank 
with a tie on his shoulder to throw it 
away among the heap of .bad ties. The 
negro gets no credit for his load and 
goes back swearing at his bad luck, 
while his companions stop their musio 
and burst into loud, uncontrollable 
laughter. 
All these negro tie carriers 


have deep grooves in the right shoul- 
der, where the ties have pressed, but 
the flesh is calloused and seldom sore. 
The men make good wages, most of 
them $3.50 a day. They spend all of 
it. 
Very few of 
them save 
their 


money.

Washington, D. C., April 3.—Senator 


Depow delivered his expected speech 
in the senate on the Porto Rican gov- 
ernment bill. His defense of the tariff 
feature of the bill was preceded by a 
clear statement of tire conditions ex- 
isting in the island and of the circum- 
stances responsible for the present dis- 
tress and suffering of the people. 


Discussing the tariff feature of the 


bill Mr. Depew said: 


"The analysis of the productions of 


the island which are exported shows 
that about five-eighths is coffee. There 
is no duty on coffee, and so there is 
no outrage there. 
There ia a duty at 


present of $1.60 per 100 pounds upon 
sugar and I1.S5 per pound upon to- 
bacco under the 
Dingley tariff act. 


There are millions of dollars' worth of 
this sugar and tobacco, owned by the 
sugar and tobacco trusts, which is 
held upon the market and stored in 
warehouses in Porto Rico awaiting the 
action upon this bill. This sugar and 
tobacco, was bought from the planters 
of Porto Rico at a price which includ- 
ed these Dingley tariff duties and still 
left a large profit for the purchaser. 
Every concession made from the Ding- 
ley tariff is made 
much more clear 


profit, not to the producer, or the la- 
borer, or the citizen of Porto Rico, but 
to these purchasers of their products. 
So by this act we are, out of the !00 
per cent of additional profit which the 
sugar trust and tobacco trust would 
receive under free trade, taking 15 
per cent for the people of Porto Rico 
and leaving the purchasers 85 per cent 
for their own income. 
The only dif- 


ference between the original recom- 
mendation of the president of the Unit- 
ed States and the action of the house 
o£ representatives and of the senate 
committee is in the method by which 
the people of Porto Rico can receive 
the whole of the 
revenue 
from the 


tariff. 


Mr. Bate also spoke upon the pond- 


ing Porto Rican bill; but his speech 
embraced the whole question ' of ex- 
pansion, and the treatment by the gov- 
ernment and by congress of our insu- 
lar possessions. He took strong ground 
against the 
acquisition of 
Spanish 


territory under the treaty of Paris— 
against which he voted—and inquired: 
"Can the 
American people acquire 


from another, nation by purchase the 
moral right to govern 10,000,000 peo- 
ple against their consent, when attest- 
ed by forcible resistance, that rightful 
rebellions which our revolution con- 
secrated for all people? 
There is not 


a page, nor a paragraph in our history, 
which sustains the rightfulness of pur- 
chasing 
peoples—10,000,000 
in 
one 


batch, like cattle in box cars." 


In a discussion of "Imperialism," Mr. 


Bate said: 


"I rejoice in the 
conviction 
that 


•neither in England nor in the United 
States are the sentiments, opinions, 
and convictions of the people repre- 
sented/ by the administration. 
That 


treaty has proved itself to be the Pan- 
dora box out of which has flown all the 
evils which are now embarrassing this 
government; dividing its people along 
lines of policy which threaten the very 
existence of the constitution, and open- 
ing the way of imperialism in policy, 
to unnatural expansion o[ territory, to 
the overthrow ot the Monroe doctrine, 
to the incorporation with our people of 
millions of savages totally unfit for 
self-government, and unable to com- 
prehend its forms and purposes." 


• In his speech Mr. Spooner said: 


"Docs the constitution follow the 


flag? No, it does not. Our army en- 
tered Cuba during the war with Spain. 
Our flag is there now. But is our con- 
stitution there? Certainly not. Can 
we legislate for Cuba? No, we cannot. 
Our soldiers are there, but the consti- 
tution is not. The only law which fol- 
lows the flag is rhe law of war. 
The 


flag follows the constitution, not the 
constitution the flag." 


In response to a question asked by 


Mr. Tillman (S. C.) Mr. Spooner said: 


"The proposition that the constitu- 


tion extends o£ its own force over ac- 
fiuired territory was invented in the 
interest of slavery; the new dogma 
was advocated in the interest of slav- 
ery by Mr. Calhoun. Mr. Webster, op- 
poped it in the interest of liberty and 
of sound constitutional legislation. The 
Calhoun dogma \ve thought was shot 
to death on the unnumbered battle- 
fields of the war of the rebellion." 


An allusion being made further 


along to the lobby which Mr. Spooner 
said 
was 
urging free 
trade 
with 


Puerto Rico, Mr. Bacon suggested. 


"Mj; Oxnard appeared before the 


committee." 


"Yes," retorted Mr. Spoouer. "And 


did the committee pay attention to 
him?" 


"It looks so," replied Mr. Bacon. 


"The 
committee did what he de- 


manded." 


"The idea that the congress of the 


United States can be influenced to do 
injustice 
to the people of Puerto 


Rico," declared 
Mr. Spooner, vehe- 


mently, "by Mr. Oxnard 
or 
by any 


protected interest, is a libel on our 
institutions and ought not to be lit- 
tered here and ought not to find lodg- 
ment anywhere. 
I want 
to repeat 


that a large and industrious lobby— 
and I say what I know—Is here en- 


deavoring to" Induce congress to pass 
a free-trade bill." 


In answer -to a question by Mr. Tur- 


ley (clem'., Tenn.) as to 
the 
source 


whence the revenue would be derived 
under the pe-iding bill, Mr. Spooner 
said: 


"I say it comes from the sugar trust 


and its importers, or from the rich 
sugar producers on the island. In 
either event it is right. 
It comes 


from the right spot and it will go to 
the right spot." 


Mr. Perkins (rep., Cal.), one of the 


members 
of 
the 
committee which 


£ramed and reported the pending bill, 
addressed the senate in support of the 
•measure. 


In a brief speech, following that of 


Mr, Perkins, Mr. Simon (rep.. Ore.) de- 
clared that ho should vote against the 
pending measure. Mr. Simon took the 
ground that the proposed act was a 
serious party blunder, as well as wrong 
in itself. He maintained that the peo- 
ple of the island are under our flag, and 
therefore should not be held for colon- 
ial exploitation. The assertion of our 
power to levy the'proposed tariff was 
in violation of a tacit but well-under- 
stood agreement with them, and he 
could not, therefore, give it his sup- 
port.

CHINESE 


How

Make the 
Birds 


K«ic«r for Circling. 


The Chinese have made pigeon flyins 


the decoying game that it Is bsonv.se 
they like any kind 
cf "playing 
for 


keeps," says St. Nicholas. Even 
In 


kite-flying, they Rx little hooks to thoti 
kite strings and try to pull in each 
other's kites, and count it fair to keep 
any kitf> that rlrops into thei- y;irfls. 
They will tell you that a Icit-j or 
a 


strange pigeon tnat comes to youi 
place, it given up, takes away you! 
"family luck." So you must tear the 
kite and keep the pigeon. ];ut when 
you a«e thfc town dandies sauntering 
out with their fans and bird cages; 
to watch, the noon kite flying, criticls-' 
ing the flocks and their tactics, and 
arguing the fine points of decoying. 
you guess that "family luck" has very 
little to do with tfeeir game. To decoy 
strange pigeons, pigeon keepers must 
first train their flocks to "fly in spir- 
als."—that is, to rise steadily in circles 
without straying far from the home 
roof. Pigeons naturally fly together in 
circles. 
Even wild pigeons wheel 


about in flocks before straggling off to 
the fields. Chinese make their birds 
eager for circling by keeping them 
shut up in a wicker house built on the 
ground around the dovecote, and they 
cure their birds of straggling by pelt- 
ing them with pebbles when they try 
to alight anywhere except on one spot 
—the ridge-pole of the roof facing the 
wicker house. The flock must alight 
here in a bunch, and immediately walk 
down to the eaves. This is done to 
ibrlng any strange pigeon au-.ong them 
flown within sight of the grain, which 
is then scattered on the floor of tha 
Dicker house. 
Pigeons are fed only 


after flying, for unless' hungry, they 
are lazy and 
unmanageable. Their 


food is millet, sorghum seed or corn, 
which their keepers use to get as much 
work from them as possible. 
When 


there is much flying and calling down 
io do, they are usually fed with millet, 
.•which is so small that it keeps them 
ieating a long time without fllllng them. 
'At other times their food is sorghum 
eeed. Corn is not very good for pig- 
eons, but they are so fond of it that 
pigeon keepers usuallv have it on hand 
to call them down when thev are al- 
ready fed.
